$268.7 billion budget 
erases many programs

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 


Nixon demanded death for dozens of 
federal spending programs today, 
called on Congress for a rigid 1974 
budget ceiling of $268.7 billion, and 
cautioned that greater spending would 
mean "high taxes, higher interest rates, 
renewed inflation, or all three." 


"I oppose these alternatives; with a 


firm rein on spending, none of them is 
necessary," Nixon said in his fiscal 1974 
budget message, sent to the new 
Congress as the foremost of the three 
major annual presidential messages. 


The document lived up to advance 


billing as an ax job on many social, 
health, housing, education, and an- 
tipoverty programs of his Democratic 
predecessors—programs Nixon said 
had failed after affair trial.

SAIGON (AP) — The Viet Cong 


delegation refused at two sessions today 
to present its credentials to the four- 
party joint military commission, 
stalling the entire peace-keeping ap- 
paratus, a source close to the talks said. 


Hundreds more cease-fire violations 


were reported across South Vietnam. 


A third meeting was called for tonight 


in efforts to resolve the presentation of 
credentials and another diplomatic 
snag. Nearly 150 additional North Viet- 
namese delegates flown from Hanoi to 
Saigon aboard two U.S. Air Force C130 
transports staged a plane sit-in at Tan 
Son Nhut air base, apparently refusing 
to fill out customs and immigration 
forms. 


It was learned that U.S. Ambassador 


Ellsworth Bunker had personally inter- 
vened for the second time in two days in 
efforts o resolve the haggling. 


The four parties —the United States, 


South Vietnam, North Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong — met for a total of three 
hours in morning and afternoon ses- 
sions but accomplished "absolutely 
nothing," the source said. 


"It was jabber, jabber, jabber," he 


added. 


The United States, South Vietnam 


and North Vietnam presented their 
credentials at the first commission 
meeting attended by all parties in the 
morning, the source said, but the Viet 
Cong refused without citing a reason. 


The protocol on the joint commission 


makes no mention of credentials. 


The stalled conference of the four 


parties marked the first time the United 
States, North and South Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong met face to face across a 
conference table in Saigon- 


Two U.S. Air Force C130 transport 


planes landed shortly before noon at 
Hanoi's Gia Lam Airport, which 
American jets had bombed only last 
month. They picked up the 142 North 
Vietnamese officers and men who will 
beef up the Joint Military Commission, 
then flew them back to Tan Son Nhut 
while members of the commission who 
arrived here Sunday were holding their 
initial meeting on the base. 


But the second contingent of North 


Vietnamese did not disembark from the 
planes. Seven hours after they landed 
they were reported still aboard". 


U.S. and North Vietnamese officials 


held several short conferences at 
planeside. 


The International Commission of 


Control and Supervision also held its 
first meeting. A Canadian delegate, 
Michel Gauvin, told a news conference 
that representatives from Hungary. 
Indonesia and Canada are "ready to 
move out now." 


He said the fourth member of the 


supervisory force, Poland, will be ready 
by Tuesday and thus observers will be in 
the countryside within 48 hours of the 
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cease-fire, as provided by the agreement 
signed Saturday in Paris. 


As he spoke. Brig. Gen. Bui The Lan. 


commander of the South Vietnamese 
marines, said two of his companies were 
trapped under heavy North Vietnamese 
artillery- fire at the mouth of the Cua 
Viet river, four miles below 
the 


demilitarized zone.

The Saigon command accused the

Sunday morning. Most of the violations 
were rocket

infiltration of small units into hamlets 
and cutting of key highways. In two 
instances, the command charged, the 
North Vietnamese used tanks afier the 
cease-fire. 


The Viet Cong radio accused the 


Saigon forces of "many acts violating 
the agreemeent in a blatant manner" 
and claimed that all Communist units 
"throughout the entire area of South 


Vietnam have completely carried out 
the cease-fire." 
It 
charged 
that 


President Nguyen Van Thieu publicly 
violated the agreement by prohibiting 
the people from visiting their families in 
the rural areas to celebrate 
the 


cease-fire and by ordering soldiers to 
stay with their units in the field in order 
to send them to the battlefields. 


When the cease-fire began. Thieu 


urged troops to stay in the field over the 
Tet festival of the lunar New Year on 
Feb. 3 "to insure security for the 
people." 


Despite the domestic cutbacks, the 


budget called for $81.1 billion of military 
outlays, the second biggest defense 
budget in history even with the peace 
agreement in Vietnam. It porvided no 
funds for reconstruction of South 
Vietnam. 


Nixon called his budget a turning 


point in national policy though still 
written in the familiar red ink—a 124.8- 
billion deficit this year and a $12.7-bii- 
lion deficit in fiscal 1974. But the 
President pointed to 113 program cut- 
backs and terminations, worth $6.5 
billion in savings in this fiscal year 
alone, and told the lawmakers: 


"The 1974 budget is the clear evidence 


of the kind of change in direction 
demanded by the great majority of the 
American people. 


"No longer will power flow inexorably 


to Washington." 


The figures—some of them leaked in 


advance by Nixon himself—were: 


For fiscal 1973: Outlays $249.8 billion, 


receipts $225 billion. 


For fiscal 1974: Outlays $268.7 billion, 


receipts $256 billion. 


Nixon invited an intensified power 


struggle with the Democratic-controlled 
Congress not only on spending but on 
two other old battle fronts. He urged the 
bundling of 70 federal aid programs into 
four broad "special revenue-sharing 
programs" for the states and cities, with 
less federal control. Arid he repeated his 
call for a drastic 
governmental 


reorganization which Congress has re- 
sisted for two years. 


"A thorough overhaul of the federal 


bureaucracy is long overdue, and I am 
determined to accomplish it," the 
President said. 


Nixon proposed no new spending 


programs. Yet the 1974 budget will bring 
an S18.9-bil!ion increase in spending 
over the year that ends June 30. largely 
because of Tiilitary pay and price in- 
creases and v hat Nixon called "uncon- 
trollable items"—including a S1.9-billion 
increase in interest costs on the climb- 


ing federal debt. 


The $6.5 billion in cutbacks and 


withholding 
of 
funds 
already 


appropriated throws down a challenge 
to Congress, where every program has 
its loyal supporters, and makes it 
doubtfol that Nixon can make his 
ceilings stick. 


However, he gains extra leverage by 


insisting

law enforcement, job training and 
community 
development. 
Mayors, 


governors and local pressure groups 
who want to save a doomed daycare or 
health program, for instance, might be 
able to do so by using revenue-sharing 
money; they are likely to apply heat on 
Congress to provide such funds. 


The upturn in defense spending, to a 


total only half a billion dollars smaller 
than the $81.6 billion peak of warfare 
and atom-bomb outlays of 1945, also is 
likely to strike sparks. 


The total includes military foreign 


aid, atomic energy and other indirect 
defense outlays, but the share tor tne 
Pentagon alone is up S4 2 billion from 
this year, to a total of S79 billion

said 


moreover that it may have to ask 
Congress for more money to pay for 
mine-clearing, troop withdrawals, and 
other closing-out costs in Vietnam. 
Other sources said privately that funds 
for Vietnam's reconstruction also are 
likely to be asked later on. But Secretary 
of the Treasury George Shultz told 
newsmen that if new costs are put into 
the budget, "something else will have to 
come out."

Pilot killed after truce 


SAIGON (AP) — A U.S. helicopter 


pilot, wounded while flying an aircraft 
reported to bear marks intended to 
indicate its neutrality, died today. He 
was the first American killed in Vietnam 
since the cease-fire went into effect 
Sunday morning 


The U.S. Command identified the 


pi!ot as WO Anthony Da! Pozzo. 22. of 
Santa Barbara. Calif. It said he was 
wounded by small-arms fire from the 
ground while flying a courier mission 10 
miles southwest of Can Tho. capital of 


the Mekong Delta. 


A second American aboard the 


helicopter suffered minor wounds He 
was identified by the command as Lt. 
Col. Daniel Rickard of VViiliamsburg. 
Va.. senior U.S. adviser in An Xuyen 
southernmost province in Vietnam. 


The incident occurred about 9:45 a.m. 


an hour and 45 minutes after the Viet- 
nam cease-fire formally went into ef- 
fect, the command reported.

He was the last American to die before 
a semblance of peace began in Vietnam, 
but those close to him say they hold no 
bitterness for the cruel quirk of fate. 


They say he was doing what he 


wanted —helping a suffering people for 
whom he cared deeply. 


Lt. Col. William Nolde, 43. of Mount 


Pleasant, died in a Communist artillery 
barrage a 11 hours before the cease-fire 
began Saturday. The senior American 
adviser in Binh Long Province, Nolde 
was talking with . his Vietnamese 
counterpart on how to get the country 
moving again. 


"My husband was simply doing what 


he wanted to do," Joyce Nolde said 
Sunday. "He was a very, very sensitive 


man who cared a great deal about 
people " 


Mrs Nolde described her husband as 


a career soldier who had studied 
Vietnamese history and culture 


"He really believed in the people and 


felt it was time the people stopped 
fighting among themselves," she said 


While saying her outward calm belied 


her true emotions. Mrs. Nolde said, "I'm 
not bitter at all. My husband believed in 
the whole thing (the war)." 


Mrs. Kenneth Oisen, a sister who lives

Q: Gradually there has become very 


little pressure from the hot water 
faucets If it is used in the bathroom, we 
can't get any in the kitchen or other 
bathrooms. It runs very slowly into my 
automatic washer. The heater is a 55 
gallon electric heater. 22-years-old. We 
have not activated our water softener 
for over a year, as every time we did, 
the problem was compounded. Is the 
problem with the heater or softener? —

Is repairman in your budget? 


There's a flaw in the family budget if 


it includes butcher, baker and candle- 
stick maker but not the appliance 


in. 


This advice comes from the Major 


Apliance Consumer Action Panel 
(MACAP). a consumer organization 
which reptesents owners, is their 
dealing* with appliance manufacturers, 
marketers and repairmen. 


More than half of 6,000 appliance 


problems reviewed by MACAP involve 
service in some way reports Virginia F. 
Cutler, the Provo, Utah, educator who 
is the panel's chairman. 


"Because today's consumer relies so 


much on her home appliances it is an 
emergency when one fails. They're 
complicated and there's often little the 
owner can do to repair it herself. 


"It's serious if she can't get prompt 


and satisfactory service. And it 
becomes especially difficult when the 
repair bill isn't in the family budget," 
Cutler warns. 


MACAP offers this advice to help 


consumers avoid service expense. 


"Be sure you 
understand 
the 


warranty when you buy. Does it 
include diagnosis of the problem and 
cost of travel to your home by a ser- 
viceman? Are parts and labor both 
included? 


"Don't assume your new appliance 


operates like an older one did. And 
don't depend on the advice of friends or 
neighbors who have one something like 
yours. Read the instruction book that 
comes with the appliance and keep it 
handy for reference. 


"Be sure the appliance is properly 


installed, plugged in and that you are 
opening it safely and correctly. Re- 
check instruction book before reaching 
for the phone book. Many service calls 
on new appliances do not involve 
repairs at all but are simply instruc- 
tional. Even with an older appliance, 
it's good to check your own operating 
procedures from ti»ue lo time. Is the 
appliance overloaded, dirty or damaged 
because of misuse? 


"Avoid do-it-yourself repairs. You 


could cause more damage and risk 
harm to yourself or your home. If the 
appliance is still under warranty, do-it- 
yourself repairs probably cause loss of 
the warranty benefits. 


"Avoid afterthought repairs — the 


kind that come when the homemaker 
asks the repairman to check or fix other 
items while he is there. 


"Keep careful records of all service 


calls. Information on an unusual 
amount of service will help MACAP 
make recommendations which may, in 
turn, resolve particularly persistent 
problems. 


"In considering repairs on older 


items, ask yourself if the problem is 
functional or merely decorative. Do 
you really want to spend money on 
repairs that don't 
involve 
the 


appliance's operation? 


"You depend on your appliances to 


store and cook your food, wash and dry 
your clothes, cool your home, heat your 
water, and reduce the drudgery of 
cleaning up the kitchen. Making sure 
theyll continue to work when needed is 
as *<MMMi»iai as budgeting for food and 
dothing," Cutler advises. 


In considering appliance service 


costs remember that major appliance 
repairs usually must be made in your 
home. This means the repairman must 
bring a truckload of tools and spare 
parts (estimated at over $3,500 value) to 
a home to service a particular type, 
brand and model of appliance. 


Remember, too, that part of the cost 


of service covers the repairman's train- 
ing, knowledge and experience. 


Cutler adds, "It doesn't require a lot 


of time or work to reconnect a loose 


wire. The charge may seem high. 


to know which wire is loose and vfcat 
must be done to fix it so the applitiKce 
will work properly and safety."

A person can often save service call 


costs by taking smaller appUancesttG a 
qualified repair shop. Don't however, 
expect a free estimate or same^day 
service. It's likely the appliance :«uil 
have to be disassembled —either ul the 
shop or in the home — to determine 
what needs to be done to iL 


It's a good idea, however, to getjthe 


diagnosis and cost estimates in writing. 
This can prevent misunderstanding 
later.

Couple enjoy ' 14th' 


A unique valentine, the voice of her 


husband assuring her that he was alive, 
loved and missed her and their little 
girl, was received a year ago by Olga 
Charles of San Diego, Calif. It was 
transmitted via short wave broadcast 
from Hanoi when Morris Charles was a 
prisoner of war. This February, the 
Charles family is together in San Diego 
and expecting a new baby. 


One of three U.S. servicemen 


released late last year by the North 
Vietnamese. Charles has changed 
psychologically in some subtle ways 
since his capture. 


Nine months of confinement after his 


plane was shot down on a bombing 
mission left him with some aftereffects, 
one of which may win plaudets from 
women's lib advocates. 


Not long after he got home, accord- 


ing to an article in the current issue of a 
national magazine Charles told his 
wife, "You know, Olga, when I was in 
the camp, I remembered i.cv. much I 
used to get after you about cleaning the 
house. And you were working, too, and 
taking care of Kirsie. 7 really didn't 
realize how much I expected and took 
for granted." They share the work 
nowadays. 


Olga reported she learned to become 


more independent because "with 
Norris gone, I had to do things for 
myself." Olga campaigned for George 
McGovern and his peace pledge and 
she and Norris have remained his ad- 
mirers. 


The former prisoner has had some 


inevitable anxiety reactions, after his 
imprisonment and the world attention 
focused on his release. 


For instance, one day Olga visited her 


doctor without leaving a note. 


"Once that trip wouldn't have 


bothered Norris," Olga said. "But then 
it did, even though he tried not to show 
it." 


Curiously, Charles' imprisonment 


has widened his intellectual horizons. 


He is planning to study for his doc- 


torate in what he calls "international 
human relations," stressing the human. 
His master's degree had been obtained 
in business administration at Atlanta 
University. Some day he may do a book 
about his Vietnam ordeal, but not now. 


"It's just so hard to remember when 


there's so much I've worked at forget- 
ting." he explained. 


Vietnam and the long trip Olga made 


to be reunited with husband in Hanoi 
are slowly becoming memories. 


The former prisoner has little cri- 


ticism of the Navy and plans to finish 
out the year that remains of his hitch: 


"I really need more time to think." he 


said- 


But whatever his conclusions and 


whether the new baby is a boy as he 
hopes or another little girl, certainly the 
Norris Charles family should find this 
14th of February one of the happiest in 
their lives.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have two 


questions: 


—What is the function 


,parathyroid glands? 


—What are the 
symptoms 


hypoparathyroidism? — N.N. 


These are the set of four bead-sized 


glands, two attached to each side of the 
thyroid- They act as regulators of the 
amount of calcium and phosphorus in 
the blood, releasing a hormone that 
signals removal of calcium from the 
bones to the Mood when the blood level 
gets low. 


Obviously, in cases of insufficient 


production 
of 
the 
hormone 


(hypoparathyroidism) the signal isn't 
strong enough and the result is an 
undersupply of calcium in the blood. 
Just the opposite condition would hold, 
of course, in hyperparathyroidism 
(overactivity of the glands). 


As in so many disorders, symptoms 


tend to overlap sets of symptoms stem- 
ming from other disorders, but, 
generally 
speaking, in hypopara- 


thyroidism, the nervous system is af- 
fected. 


Excitability and muscle spasms and, 


in more severe cases, epileptic-like 
convulsions can occur. 


According to the severity of the con- 


dition, threatment runs from dosage 
with oral calcium to large doses of 
vitamin D to use of supplemental 
parathyroid 
hormone 
itself 
— 


parathormone. 


The condition is somewhat rare and 


often results from surgery to correct 
hyperparathyroidism, in which the 
body finds it difficult to adjust to the 
sudden loss of gland tissue. 


One danger 
in treatment 
of 


hypoparathyroidism with the hormone 
is that the bones tend to overreact and 
the Mood level of calcium is raised at 
the expense of bone calcium with a 
resulting weakening of the bones. 


Although not always necessarily the 


case, a symptom of the ailment is a 
burning sensation around the mouth 
area. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have ears that 


stick out abnormally — a problem that 
has caused me much self-consciousness 
and is affecting me psychologically 


Can plastic surgery correct this? If

Yes to both questions. Have it done.

Stier said he hoped that "the others 


who are missing are on the list, too. 


"I just hope it was a happy day for a lot 


of other people." 


Ted was promoted to lieutenant com- 


mander last December. His wife and 6- 
year-old daughter live in California. 


The Flora family was notified late Sa- 


turday that Fred would be among the 
first group released. A relative of the Air 
Force captain described the list as a relief, 
although the family had received several 
letters from Flom. 


Fiona's wife Virginia, who resides with 


the couple's two children, ages 7 and 8, at 
704 N. Leminwah SL, Appleton. said she 
"sat down and cried." 


Flora's plane was shot down in August, 


1966. 


The end of U-S. involvement in the war 


liberated considerable information which 
had been locked up behind battle lines. 
Much of the news confirmed earlier 
reports that missing servicemen were 
being held as prisoners of war, while 
other reports indicated that some ser- 
vicemen who have been missing for years 
have finally been listed as deceased. 


Besides the two Fox Cities men, eight 


other Wisconsin servicemen are listed as 


prisoners of war presumed alive. They 
include:

No major crisis 
in government, 
task force says

After 20 months of study, the task 


force exploring problems of Wiscon- 
sin's eight metropolitan areas "has 
found there is no major crisis in local 
government structure or operations." 


But the Citizens Study Committee on 


Metropolitan Problems plans this week 
to hand Gov. Patrick J. Lucey a bulky 
report outlining major changes devised 
"to cope with such problems before 
they reach a crisis state." 
Lucey to get

MILWAUKEE — Gov. Patrick J. 


Lucey this week is scheduled to receive 
the report of his Citizens Study Com- 
mittee on Metropolitan Problems, con- 
taining recommendations for major 
streamlining of county and local 
governments in areas including the Fox 
River Valley. 


Appointed 20 months ago. the study 


committee wound up its work over the 
weekend with a session that produced 
only one major change in the bulky 
document as assembled from earlier 
sessions. 


That change recommends amending 


state laws that regulate terms of police 
chiefs and their relationship to local 
city councils. 


The proposals include elimination of 


life terms and establishment instead of 
a maximum six-year term subject to 
reappointment by police and fire com- 
missions. The proposal is similar to one 
recommended last year by the Task 
Force on Offender Rehabilitation last 
year. 


Whereas chiefs now may be removed 


only for cause, they could be removed 
under the new rules also based on a 
negative evaluation of their perfor- 
mance, with a public hearing available 
as 
part 
of 
the 
reappointment 


replacement proceedings. 


The second recommendation would 


give local governing bodies 
the 


authority to review and reject police 
department rules and policies proposed 
by police chiefs. If the governing body 
took no action within 60 days after a 
rule was proposed, it automatically 
would stand. 


The two recommendations are aimed 


at eliminating what the task force con- 
siders to be too strong a tendency for 
police chiefs to become isolated and 
insulated from public opinion. 


"I don't think there's any business 


that doesn't review and evaluate the 
performance of the chairman of the 
board as well as the salesman in Po- 
dunk, Iowa," said task force member 
Arthur Salzstein.

mechanism where the rules and 
regulations which might have impact on 
the public might be open to discussion," 
he added. 


Mrs. 
Kirk Peshek said limitation of 


chiefs' terms was necessary because 
"over the years he builds up a following, 
a constituency of his own, and a power 
that transcends that of elected of- 
ficials." 


The report is submitted as a blueprint 


for legislation that could occupy law- 
makers for the next several years. 


The eight metropolitan areas include 


the Fox Valley region in Outagamie,

Winnebago and Calumet counties; 
Madison, Racine, Green Bay, Kenosha, 
LaCrosse, Duluth-Superior and Mil- 
waukee 
(including 
Milwaukee, 


Waukesha, Ozaukee and Washington 
counties). 


The problems examined by the com- 


mittee frequently come down to one 
central problem: Fragmentation of 
local government 
within the me- 


tropolitan area. None of the eight areas 
studied, according to the report, has 
fewer than 25 government units within 
it. As a result, the cost and quality of a 
particular service within an area may 
vary widely between neighboring poH- 
tical jurisdictions, the committee ob- 
served. 


Some of the committee's recommen- 


dations have been before the legislature 
in the past. Creation of a boundary- 
review board at the state level to act on 
local annexation, incorporation or 
other municipal boundary change 
proposals, and requiring counties to 
take charge of property assessing for 
tax purposes, using appointed profes- 
sionals, are examples. 


Other recommendations are whollv 


the committee's invention. Among the 
most significant is a proposal to permit 
counties to form special districts, called 
urban services districts, to take over 
such services as mass transit, public 
health, police support and law en- 
forcement and sewage treatment. 


A measure similar to one alreadv 


before the current legislative session 
but recommended by the task force as a 
means of making some of its other 
proposals possible would give counties 
greater freedom from state statutory 
restrictions through a "home rule" 
amendment to the state constitution. 


If adopted intact, the report would 


alter the entire relationship between 
the state, regional planning commis- 
sions, counties, cities, villages and 
towns with responsibility for providing 
basic government services shifting 
between them. 


An underlying aim of the recom- 


mendations, as adopted with few 
changes Friday and due to be presented 
to the governor by Wednesday, has 
been to keep the present forms of 
government and remodel them, rather 
than replacing them with an entirely 
new system. 


The study committee sums up its 


proposals in a list of 15 'key recom- 
mendations': 


— Authority for counties to form 


urban services districts encompassing 
the urbanized portions of their area, 
with residents having a vote in their 
creation, to provide services through 
the same property taxes now financing 
them, plus state incentive funds.' 


— Authority for the urban services 


districts in adjoining counties to merge 
and provide services jointly. The cons- 
titution also would be amended to give

Outagamie County Judge Urban P. Van Susteren today was censured by the 


Wisconsin Supreme Court's Judicial Commission which found that he violated 
the judicial ethics code by retaining his brother, Joseph, as county public 
administrator. 


Van Susteren, who has been probate court judge for eight years, said he will 


appeal the nine-member commission's unanimous ruling to the State Supreme 
Court and will not fire his brother until and if ordered to by the high court. 


Van Susteren told The Post-Crescent he was not surprised or disturbed by the 


finding of the commission, which held a formal, public hearing in Madison 
Friday. Commissioners apparently took a vote after going into cios^J wzsion 
following the hearing. 


The 58-year-old judge said he does not believe the commissic.-.'s action will 


have an adverse bearing on his campaign for circuit judge. He, Appleton 
attorney Stanley Chmiel and Gordon Myse, who last August was appointed 
interim circuit judge, are candidates for trie post in the spring judicial elections. 
Van Susteren said he filed his nomination papers with the secretary of state's 
office when he was in Madison for Friday's hearing. 


Van Susteren believed his campaign will not be hurt by the ruling "if I am able 


to publicize the real contention of the commission." He argued that what the 
commission contends to be a violation of the ethics code is really a technicality 
subject to interpretation. 


The commission's written finding states that Van Susteren was in violation of 


rule 1 of the ethics code which prohibits a j udge from presiding in cases where a 
near relative has an interest or appears as counsel. 


The commission found that, in Van Susteren's case, a financial interest existed 


between him and Joseph, an Appleton attorney who was appointed public 
administrator shortly after his brother was named probate judge. 


The finding, commissioners wrote, is based on the fact that Van Susteren has 


acted as probate judge in estates in which his brother was required to, and 
actually did, act as counsel for the state, county and revenue department in 
determining amounts of inheritance taxes. 


"This is true," the ruling continued, "even though there were no actual court 


appearances or contests, because the only authority for review was vested in 
(Judge Van Susteren)." 


"They are further based on the fact that he has approved a percentage of tax 


fees for his brother's work as public administrator, which is discretionary in the 
court and has approved additional fees in a substantial number of estates which 
he has determined to be of unusual difficulty," the commission ruled. 


A ncdi relative's fee constitutes an interest in the matter, within the meaning 


of rule 1 of the judicial code, the commission held. 


"A promise not to grant such fees in the future will not, in the opinion of the 


commission, prevent the application of this rule," the statement concluded. 


Van Susteren, who has steadfastly denied the charge brought after the 


commission received a complaint last year from an unrevealed source, said at 
Friday's hearing that he no longer authorized special (extra) fees for Joseph, 
because it would not be proper under provisions of 1972 changes in the state 
laws. 


Testimony Friday by George Alderson, executive secretary of the commission, 


revealed that Van Susteren had authorized about $63,500 in extra fees for his 
brother under a provision that allows special payments to the public adminis-

many years, if ever, to solve the riddle of 
what has happened to more than 1,300

over the list of unaccounted-for U.S. 
sen-icemen with North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong authorities, name by name, 
seeking 
information 
on 
their 


whereabouts. 


The Vietnam peace agreement, 


signed in Paris last Saturday, commits 
all panics to cooperate in locating 
missing men and graves. 


But the language in the various 


documents is general and the provisions 
for carrying out such responsibilities 
are sketchy. 


It is clear that much will depend on 


the willingness of the North Vietnamese 
to permit search teams on their soil. 
Pentagon officials say they cannot tell 
how far Hanoi's cooperation will 
extend, if at all. 


High hopes that many of the 


1,300-plus missing men would turn out 
to be enemy prisoners were shattered 
over the weekend when the North 
Vietnamese reported they and their Viet 
Cong allies held 555 Americans captive. 
Under 
the 
cease-fire agreement, 
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prisoners are to be returned within 60 
days. 


U.S. military men and 
civilian 


officials 
long have acknowledged 


privately that perhaps most of the 
missing were dead because American 
airplanes and their crews were seen 
going down in deep jungle, often far 
removed from roads and villages. 


Apparently some of the missing 


ended up in North Vietnamese, Pathet 
Lao or Viet Cong camps, but the number 
probably is small. 


The Vietnam 
peace agreement 


stipulates that all the parties—U.S., 
North Vietnamese. Viet Cong and 
South 
Vietnamese—shall exchange 


complete lists of captured military and 
civilian personnel on the day of the 
signing. 


But Pentagon spokesman Jerry W. 


Friedheim 
confirmed 
that 
the 


Communists provided no list covering 
Americans captured in Laos. Only six 
Americans have been listed by the 
Pentagon as captured in Laos, but 
another 311 were carried as missing and 
Friedheim said, "We have reason to 
believe there are more U.S. POWs in 
Laos." 


He avoided numbers, but military 


sources said they feel that as many as 65 
to 70 American airmen may be held 
captive in Laos. 


Friedheim told reporters "we do 


expect to receive a list" of American 
POWs in Laos from 
the North 


Vietnamese, but he did not say on what 
he based his belief. 


The Pentagon's top spokesman said 


that, in hunting for evidence of the 
location of additional Americans in 
Indochina, the United States will work 
through the temporary joint military 
commission of the warring parties being 
set up in Saigon, and through 
diplomatic channels. 


Friedheim said late last week that 


during the 60-day period for prisoner 
exchange some U.S. military men will be 
shifted 
from Vietnam to Nakhon 


Phnom, a base in Thailand close to the 
border of Laos. There, the Americans 
will organize a casualty -recovery center 
to search for men missing in Indochina. 


"We have an obligation to thefamilies 


of the men missing in action to do our 
best. We intend to fulfill that even if it 
takes us years to do so," Friedheim said. 
• The key paragraph in the agreement 
that obligates the North Vietnamese 
and other signing parties says this: 


"The parties shall help each other to 


get information about those military 
personnel and foreign civilians of the 
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parties missing in action, to determine 
the location and take care of the graves 
of the dead so as to facilitate the 
exhumation and repatriation of the 
remains, and to take any such other 
measures as may be required to get 
information about those still considered 
missing in action." 


But the agreement does not spell out 


the measures, apparently leaving it to 
the good will of the countries involved 
to carr/ out the responsibilities. 


Eventually, after all possible avenues 


and means are exhausted, the services 
may act to register "findings of 
presumptive death" for men who 
remain unaccounted for. Pentagon 
officials said there is no specific number 
of years required before such a step is 
taken.

Baydar, 47, and deputy Bahadir Demir, 
30, in charge of the consulate in Los 
Angeles, had driven to a Santa Barbara 
hotel at the invitation of Yanikian to 
pick up a rare Turkish painting the 
Armenian claimed to have. 


But officials said Yanikian never had 


such a painting, and while the Turks 
were dining in their cottage in the 
fashionable Biltmore Hotel at midday, 
shots were heard. 


A switchboard operator at the hotel 


said Yanikian dialed her and calmly said 
he had just shot two officials. There 
were no witnesses, authorities said. 


Yanikian claimed as far back as 20 


years ago in a story published then by 
the Santa Barbara-News Press that 
before he came to America 26 members 
of his family had been wiped out by the 
Turks around 1915 and later by the 
Communists just after the Russian 
Revolution. 


He worked as a civil engineer in Iran 


building railroads following World War 
II. and later moved to the Fresno area 
with his wife, who he reportedly met in 
Moscow in 1916 while studying 
engineering at Moscow University. 


Yanikian is widely known in the 


Santa Barbara area as a land developer 
and author of minor books on religion 
and philosophy, as well as what one 
source called "adventure books of the 
Edgar Rice Burroughs type."

Government rests case 
in Watergate bugging 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The govern- 


ment rested its case in the Watergate 
political espionage trial today. 


The government rested after calling 


51 witnesses including seven members 
of President Nixon's White House and 
campaign staffs and two officials of the 
Democratic party. 


The case grew out of the break-in and 


alleged bugging of the Democratic 
headquarters in the Watergate building 
complex last June 17. 


The defense was expected to 


complete its presentation briefly, and 
presiding U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica scheduled dosing arguments for 
both sides in the afternoon. 


Sirica said he would deliver his charge 


to the jury, which will run some 40 
pages, at the opening of court Tuesday. 
The case then would go immediately to 
the jury. 


The government wound up with only 


two witnesses today— White House 
lawyer Fred Fielding and Democratic 
officials R. Spencer Oliver. 


Oliver testified only briefly, but said 


his telephone at Democratic National

Soviets edge U.S. amateur boxers 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — U.S. amat- 


eur boxers must look to another year to 
beat the Russians, yet the showing this 
time proved encouraging for the young 
squad 


The fianl tally showed a six-to-five 


victory for the USSR in the 11 matches 
at the huge Caesars Palace hotel and 
casino. It could have been a broken 
thumb suffered by 165-pound Joey 
Hartley that decided the issue. 


The Memphis boxer smashed the 


right thumb with his first punch of the 
bout. He gamely stayed in against 
Viacheslav Lemesvez, an Olympic 
champion, and staggered him twice. But 
Hadley went down in the second round 
and at the end of the stanza, referee Paul 
Konnor of Milwaukee called a halt. 


Hadley's broken thumb was set im- 


mediately and he'll be out of action two 
months. 


Then came substitute 
light 


heavyweight Frank Williams and 
heavyweight Nick Wells to turn in 
victories and close the team gap, but the 
USSR had taken its sixth triumph when 
Hadley was stopped. 


In winning their fifth straight without 


a loss in the international competitions 
against the USA, the Russians built up a 
lead in the lighter weights. 


For a time only three fighters from 


Washington, D.C., all coached by the 
veteran Pappy Gault, had turned in 
victories. Derick Holmes, a 17-year-old, 
outpointed Boris Zarektuev in their 
three-rounder at 112 pounds. 


Then in the 132-pound scrap, 16- 


year-old Ray Leonard stopped Valery 
Lvov in the third stanza. Percy Taylor, 
at 147, needed just two minutes and four 
seconds to stop Victor Pavlov. 


"They'll make the Olympics easy," 


said Gault of Holmes and Leonard. At 
25, Taylor may turn professional before 
the 1976 games at Montreal. 


Williams' victory could have been the 


big surprise. The boxer from Cincinnati 
was called in as a substitute only Friday. 
He was then six pounds over the 178 
limit, had to put in some quick weight- 


shedding work and fly west, arriving 
with just three minutes sleep. Still he 
had enough to outpoint Vladimir 
Mironjuk in a battle of 19-year-olds. 


Wells, a 21-year-old serving in the Air 


Force at Hamilton AFB in California, 
dispatched Yuri Nesterov at 1:15 of the 
first round. The southpaw, who hailed 
from Fort Worth, hammered the Rus- 
sian down first with a right and then 
sent him dizzily into the ropes with a 
right and left. 


Nesterov suffered a cut over his left 


eye but is expected to be able to appear 
with the Russian team when it boxes an 
exhibition in Denver on Thursday. The 
USSR is scheduled later in Omaha.

Nixon demanded death for dozens of 
federal spending programs today, 
called on Congress for a rigid 1974 
budget ceiling of $268.7 billion, and 
cautioned that greater spending would 
mean "high taxes, higher interest rates, 
renewed inflation, or all three." 


"I oppose these alternatives; with a 


firm rein on spending, none of them is 
necessary," Nixon said in his fiscal 1974 
budget message, sent to the new 
Congress as the foremost of the three 
major annual presidential messages. 


The document lived up to advance 


billing as an ax job on many social, 
health, housing, education, and an- 
tipoverty programs of his Democratic 
predecessors—programs Nixon said 
had failed after a fair trial.

SAIGON (AP) — The Viet Cong 


delegation refused at two sessions today 
to present its credentials to the four- 
party joint military commission, 
stalling the entire peace-keeping ap- 
paratus, a source close to the talks said. 


Hundreds more cease-fire violations 


were reported across South Vietnam. 


A third meeting was called for tonight 


in efforts to resolve the presentation of 
credentials and another diplomatic 
snag. Nearly 130 additional North Viet- 
namese delegates flown from Hanoi to 
Saigon aboard two U.S. Air Force C130 
transports staged a plane sit-in at Tan 
Son Nhut air base, apparently refusing 
to fill out customs and immigration 
forms. 


It was learned that U.S. Ambassador 


Ellsworth Bunker had personally inter- 
vened for the second time in two days in 
efforts to resolve the haggling. 


The four parties —the United States, 


South Vietnam, North Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong — met for a total of three 
hours in morning and afternoon ses- 
sions but accomplished "absolutely 
nothing," the source said. 


"It was jabber, jabber, jabber," he 


added. 


The United States, South Vietnam 


and North Vietnam presented their 
credentials at the first commission 
meeting attended by all parties in the 
morning, the source said, but the Viet 
Cong refused without citing a reason. 


The protocol on the joint commission 


makes no mention of credentials. 


The stalled conference of the four 


parties marked the first time the United 
States, North and South Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong met face to face across a 
conference table in Saigon. 


Two U.S. Air Force C130 transport 


planes landed shortly before noon at 
Hanoi's Gia Lam Airport, which 
American jets had bombed only last 
month. They picked up the 142 North 
Vietnamese officers and men who will 
beef up the Joint Military Commission, 
then flew them back to Tan Son Nhut 
while members of the commission who . 
arrived here Sunday were holding their 
initial meeting on the base. 


But the second contingent of North 


Vietnamese did not disembark from the 
planes. Seven hours after they landed 
they were reported still aboard. 


U.S. and North Vietnamese officials 


held several short conferences at 
planeside. 


The International Commission of 


Control and Supervision also held its 
first meeting. A Canadian delegate, 
Michel Gauvin, told a news conference 
that representatives from Hungary, 
Indonesia and Canada are "ready to 
move out now." 


He said the fourth member of the

outlays, the second biggest defense 
budget in history even with the peace 
agreement in Vietnam. It porvided no 
funds for reconstruction of South 
Vietnam 


Nixon called his budget a turning 


point in national policy though still 
written in the familiar red ink—a $24.8- 
billion deficit this year and a $12.7-bil- 
lion deficit in fiscal 1974. But the 
President pointed to 113 program cut- 
backs and terminations, worth $6.5 
billion in savings in this fiscal year 
alone, and told the lawmakers: 


"The 1974 budget is the clear evidence 


of the kind of change in direction 
demanded by the great majority of the 
American people. 


"No longer will power flow inexorably 


to Washington." 


The figures—some of them leaked in 


advance by Nixon himself—were: 


For fiscal 1973: Outlays $249.8 billion, 


receipts $225 billion. 


For fiscal 1974: Outlays $268.7 billion, 


receipts $256 billion. 


Nixon invited an intensified power 


struggle with the Democratic-controlled 
Congress not only on spending but on 
two other old battle fronts. He urged the 
bundling of 70 federal aid programs into 
four broad "special revenue-sharing 
programs" for the states and cities, with 
less federal control. And he repeated his 
call for a drastic 
governmental 


reorganization which Congress has re- 
sisted for two years. 


"A thorough overhaul of the federal 


bureaucracy is long overdue, and I am 
determined to accomplish it," the 
President said. 


Nixon proposed no new spending 


programs. Yet the 1974 budget will bring 
an $18.9-billion increase in spending 
over the year that ends June 30, largely 
because of military pay and price in- 
creases and what Nixon called -'uncon- 
trollable items"—including a $1.9-billion 
increase in interest costs on the climb- 


ing federal debt. 


The $6.5 billion in cutbacks and 


withholding

appropriated throws down a challenge 
to Congress where every program has 
its loyal supporters, and makes it 
doubtful that Nixon can make his 
ceilings stick. 


However, he gains extra leverage by

law enforcement, job training and 
community 
development. 
Mayors, 


governors and local pressure groups 
who want to save a doomed daycare or 
health program, for instance, might be 
able to do so by using revenue-sharing 
money; they are likely to apply heat on 
Congress to provide such funds. 


The upturn in defense spending, to a 


total only half a billion dollars smaller 
than the $81.6 billion peak of warfare 
and atom-bomb outlays of 1945. also is 
likely to strike sparks. 


The total includes military foreign 


aid, atomic energy and other indirect 
defense outlays, but the share tor tne 
Pentagon alone is up $4.2 billion from 
this year, to a total of S79 billion.

The taxpayers will pay S81.8 billion 


for defense, for instance, but

$4.7-billion increase from this year is 
soaked up by higher military pay and 
higher weapons costs. There will be 
fewer men in uniform. 


When one official was asked what 


became of the "peace dividend" left the 
Vietnam peace pact, he snorted- "Hell, 
the peace dividend went for military pay 
increases," he said. 


The 1974 budget will be S18.9 billion 


higher than this year's, but there will be 
44 per cent fewer federal workers. One

Lt. Co!. William Nolde, 43, of Mount 


Pleasant, died in a Communist artillery 
barrage a 11 hours before the cease-fire 
began Saturday. The senior American 
adviser in Binh Long Province, Nolde 
was talking with his Vietnamese 
counterpart on how to get the country 
moving again. 


"My husband was simply doing what 


he wanted to do," Joyce Nolde said 
Sunday. "He was a very, very sensitive

"He really believed in the people and

With 
these words Lyndon B. Johnson learned 
that he had become the 36th President 
of the United States. 


Just like that. From political impot- 


ence to virtual omnipotence with the 
last jiggle of the wavy vhite Sine or. an 
electronic machine monitonng Ken- 
nedy's heartbeat. 


Within the lifetimes o! those who 


lived through that day it seems almost 
absurd to repeat the time and place: 
Friday. Nov. 22. 1963. Dallas. Texas. 
United States of America. 


A political fence-mending trip' a mot- 


orcade, friendly crowds, red roses. A 
mail-order rifle in a window. Three 
shots. 


A Secret Service man slamming 


Lyndon Johnson to the floor of a con- 
vertible, covering him with a human 
shield. The nightmarish run to Parkland 
Hospital. 


The 55-year-old Johnson spent the 


last moments of his vice presidency 
surrounded by guards and drawn 
shades in a minor-surgery suite of that 
hospital. The rest of the day was a 
kaleidoscopic blur for him. for Lady 
Bird, for the widow of John Kennedy, 
for the government, for Kennedy's 
devout followers, for the nation, for the 
world. 


The mad dash from hospital to air- 


port. The oath-taking in Air Force One. 
in a stifling hot cabin, with the blood- 
stained Jacqueline Kennedy in a state of 
near shock standing at his side. The 
early fractiousness" and-bittern ess that 
would drive the Kennedy and Johnson-- 
camps further and further apart and 
have repercussions five years later. 


Said Theodore H. White, chronicler of 


campaigns, in his "The Making of The 
President 1964": 


"There is no word less than superb to 


describe the performance of Lyndon 
Baines Johnson as he became President 
of the United States." 


Johnson began taking control in Air 


Force One on the flight back to 
Washington. The new President moved 
quickly and firmly to restore con- 
fidence. In its shock and grief and 
wonderment, the nation and the world 
were made to know that the United 
States still had a leader. 


Johnson set the tone of his adminis- 


tration, established its credentials, in a 
solemn address to Congress five days 
after the assassination. He dispelled the 
fears of those who had expected a sud- 
den change to Texas conservatism. 
Reminding them of Kennedy's 
inaugural exhortation "Let us begin," 
he declared: 


"Today, in this moment of new 


resolve. I would say to all my fellow 
Americans, let us continue." 


It was not merely rhetoric. In that 


first week of his presidency, Johnson 
made clear that Kennedy's domestic 
projects would be Johnson's: 


"First." he said, "no memorial oration 


or eulogy could more eloquently honor 
President Kennedy's memory than the 
earliest possible passage of the civil 
rights bill for which he fought so long." 


The man who once had voted against 


an ami-lynching law said. "We have 
talked long enough about equal rights 
in this country. We have talked for 100 
years or more I: is lime now to write the 
next chapter and to write it in the books 
of law." 


For 32 years, as Johnson told 


Congress that day. Capitol Hill had been 
his home. In the following months he 
demonstrated that the lessons of three 
decades had not been lost. Where Ken- 
nedy had been stalemated time and 
again in moving his legislative projects 
along. Johnson achieved sucess. 


The year 1964 became the first of two 


years unparalleled since the early New 
Deal in domestic and social legislation. 
The President intervened personally 
with the Congress: telephoned, visited, 
hosted, poured, fed. cajoled, but- 
tonholed. The Johnson Treatment had 
not changed: it had simply changed 
address. 


Within 12 weeks of the assassination, 


the congressional glacier that had 
stalled Kennedy began to thaw. The 
House passed the bill that was to 
become the 1964 Civil Rights Act: the 
Senate passed rhe tax cut. 


By the end of January, the transition 


had been brilliantly effected and the LBJ 
brand was burned deep upon it- 


He made it clear that he would brook 


no compromise on the civil rights bill— 
and unlike the watered-down law that 
he himself had helped push through in 
1957, the act signed by Johnson on July 
2. 1964. was substantially what Ken- 
nedy a year earlier had intended it to be. 


Although his old Senate mentor. 


Richard Russell of Georgia, tried to rally 
the Southern opposition in a filibuster 
that was voted to an end, Russell him- 
self had predicted how Johnson would 
treat civil rights. Would it be watered 
down now that Johnson, a southerner, 
was in the White House? 


"No." Russell said, '"the way that 


fellow operates, he'll get the whole 
bill-even.- last bit of it." 


In 1964. although Congress hoped for 


an early campaign-year adjournment, 
Johnson kept it at work until October. A 
dazzling number of bills passed, 
including many that had beer, believed 
dead a year earlier. Many of Kennedy's 
proposals to increase federal aid to 
college students were passed: the 
mass-transit-aid bill, wheat price-sup- 
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port legislation, and the antipoverty 
plan that Kennedy was hatching at the 
time of his death—all won congressional 
approval with the Texan in the White 
House holding the whip. 


Bucking the opposition of Chairman 


Wilbur Mills of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, Johnson failed to 
win passage of medical care for the 
elderly under Social Security. It was 
virtually his only conspicuous legislat- 
ive failure that first year. But never 
mind. Before the Johnson years had 
ended. Medicare too would become law 
and Mills" name would be on the bill. 


What could tarnish these solid John- 


sonian achievements? Only Johnson 
himself. 


For while the legislative mill was 


whirring, the Johnson personality was 
becoming a Washington legend. 
Increasingly, what came to be known as 
his "style" was measured against the 
urbane personality of his slain 
predecessor—end inevitably, the new 
President lost in the comparisons. 


He took out the frustrations of the 


vice-presidential years on the late 
President's brother, the man who, 
Johnson believed, had tried to block his 
selection as vice-presidential nominee 
four years earlier. With barely res- 
trained glee, he made it clear that 
Robert F. Kennedy would not be his 
1964 runningmate. 


Johnson played credibility gap with 


the press before the Democratic Nat- 
ional Convention but finally did what he 
had long planned to do, and chose Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, a close ally of his 
days in the Senate, to run with him. 


Not that it made much difference. The 


Republicans had already given him 
conservative Barry Goldwater for an 
opponent. 


The Eastern "intellectuals" mocked 


and distrusted him, and he them. The 
Kennedy cadre gradually trickled out of 
the White House, having stayed on for a 
decent interval only to help in the 
transition. Word got around that John- 
son treated his staff mercilessly, kicked 
elevator doors when he was impatient; 
berated his Secret Service guards; dined 
coarsely, cussed a lot. 
* 


What started out as a lark—a high- 


speed drive in the ranch country with 
some journalists— became elevated to 
the point of near-scandal. Johnson 
wooed the press with barbecues and 
drinks and exclusive interviews and 
frequent press conferences, then grew 
resentful when the writers were critical. 


National prosperity rose and 


unemployment declined. Johnson spent 
money on social problems; before he 
was out of office nearly S6 billion was 
moving toward the nation's slums. He 
responded to the blackwhite crisis of 
Selma. Ala., with an eloquent appeal to 
Congress—"We shall overcome," in 
that district Southern drawl— and the 
1964 Civil Rights Act was followed by 
another in 1965. 


Johnson, obsessed with secrecy and 


keeping his options open and with 
freedom of movement and consensus, 
began to fence with the press, and the 
phrase "credibility gap" was born; it 
would follow him into retirement. 


But expiration of the presidential 


term to which John Kennedv had been 
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elected was a heady time nonetheless 
for the new President. 


In the autumn of 1964. Johnson was 


reborn on the political stump. In his 
newly armored presidential limousine, 
and often out of it, he wore his hands to 
blisters "pressing the flesh"; reduced his 
voice to a croak hollering "Come on and 
hear the speakin' tonight— and bring 
Molly and the babies." 


The 1964 Johnson victory was so 


overwhelming that the early shadows 
already creeping toward the Johnson 
presidency were all but dazzled away: 
He carried all but 69 of 435 congres- 
sional districts; won slightly more than 
61 per cent of the popular vote with a 
record 43.1 million votes; took 486 
electoral votes, and lost only in five 
Deep South states and Goldwater's 
own Arizona. 


It seemed an overwhelming mandate 


for the Great Society Johnson had 
proclaimed during the campaign. 


Names like Mekong and Hue and 


Thieu were alien to U.S. ears.

MADISON — A special legislative 


committee on veterans affairs which 
reviewed the question for the last year 
has filed a report to the legislature 
urging the construction of a second 
state-operated home for needy or in- 
capacitated veterans and their families.

Wisconsin for the new institution that 
would be modeled upon the state home 
for veterans at King, which was taken 
over by the state many years ago and 
was built by the Grand Army of the 
Republic, the organization thst enrolled 
men who served in the Civil War. 


The affect of the recommendation is 


uncertain. The state building program 
schedule for the next two years is now 
being developed by Gov. Patrick Lucey 
and the building commission, and it 
does not contain a veterans' home 
appropriation proposal.

MADISON — The state Board of 


Health and Social Services has rejected 
a proposal to require all counties of 
Wisconsin to use the federal food stamp 
program for delivery of aid to public 
assistance recipients, but it has 
approved a recommendation that 
county weljare departments use the 
federal program.

MADISON —The perennial and fier-

Seven members of the two legislative 


houses, including representatives of the 
Republican and Democratic parties, 
have offered a resolution that would- 
call for a popular advisory vote in the 
regular spring election in April. 


The authors of the plan volunteered 


no comment about the proposal, but it 
is widely known in legislative halls that 
the question is one of the most difficult 
confronting legislators in recent times 
because they are under severe and, 
persistent pressure from highly deter- 
"mined and vocal supporters, and 
equally relentless opponents of the 
state aid idea. 


In an oblique reference to th« issue 


during a recent debate in the assembly, 
one member recalled the 1971 pressures 
for and against the parochial school aid 
bill as "excruciating." 


Two years ago the state senate 


passed an aid bill in the form of tuition 
grants deductible from state taxes 
owed, and it was narrowly defeated in 
the assembly after weeks of parliamen- 
tary jockeying, in pan through tactics 
of delay. The roll call record indicated 
that had a final vote been taken, the 
lower house would have concurred in 
the senate measure. Then as now, Gov. 
Patrick Lucey declined to be drawn into 
comment about his attitude should the 
proposition be sent to him for his 
approval or veto. 


Principal sponsor of the call for a 


referendum is Sen. Roger Murphy of 
Waukesha who like senate co-sponsors 
James Swan of Rock County, Henry 
Forman of Racine and Ernest Keppler 
of Sheboygan, occupied their seats two 
years ago. They were joined by Sen. 


Douglas LaFoliette of Kenosha and 
Rep. Delmar DeLong of Rock County 
and John Cower of Green Bay.

at Waupaca 


WAUPACA — A State Division of 


Health official said today that the 25 
cases of influenza reported in its mid 
January- summary on communicable 
diseases for Waupaca County probably 
are of the type hitting other parts of the 
state and nation —the London Flu. 


However, the official, Dr. H. Grant 


Skinner, division epidemiologist, said 
the state report didn't indicate defini- 
tely what all cases were, and many 
cases of communicable diseases aren't 
reported to the state, even though the 
law requires it 


Waupaca was the only Fox Valley 


county reporting influenza cases in the 
state as 124 total cases were reported 
for the week ending Jan. 13. The 
nearest other reported cases were 21 in 
Manitowoc, with 40 reported in Jeffer- 
son, 7 in Marinette, and 5 in Rusk. 


The health division has requested 


that county nurse services and full time 
health departments report of flu cases 
during the first two months in the year, 
the heavy flu period. The close sur- 
veillance is aimed at controlling the 
spreading of the disease once it breaks 
out in a community. 


A spokesman for the Waupaca 


County nursing office said the reports 
apparently were being sent directly to 
the state because they had not been 
funneled through that office. 


The U.S. Center for Disease Control 


has received reports of confirmed 
influenza, or influenza-like disease in 
24 states, representing each major 
geographical area of the country. 
Widespread outbreaks involving over 
half of a state's population have not yet 
appeared. 


The division reported that only the 


far north part of the state hasn't 
provided an isolate of the virus which 
would indicate the disease's presence 
there. 


Skinner said the London flu was 


similar to other influenzas, and was a 
mutation of past flu viruses. The 
present vaccine doesn't include that 
virus, he said, so it is probably much 
less than the normal 70 per cent effec- 
tive. 


The disease, which has no treatment, 


usually lasts about three or four days 
and requires bed, liquids, aspirin and 
rest. It can be fatal, especially to the 
aged.

department rules and policies proposed

siders to be too strong a tendency for 
police chiefs to become isolated and 
insulated from public opinion.

Panel censures 
Van Susteren

Outagamie County Judge Urban P. Van Susteren today was censured by the 


Wisconsin Supreme Court's Judicial Commission which found that he violated 
the judicial ethics code by retaining his brother, Joseph, as county public 
administrator. 


Van Susteren, who has been probate court judge for eight years, said he will 


appeal the nine-member commission's unanimous ruling to the State Supreme 
Court and will not fire his brother until and if ordered to by the high court. 


Van Susteren told The Post-Crescent he was not surprised or disturbed by the 


finding of the commission, which held a formal, public hearing in Madison 
Friday. Commissioners apparently took a vote after going into closed session 
following the hearing. 


The 38-year-old judge said he does not believe the commission's action will 


have an adverse bearing on his campaign for circuit judge. He, Appleton 
attorney Stanley Chmiel and Gordon Myse, who last August was appointed 
interim circuit judge, are candidates for the post in the spring judicial elections. 
Van Susteren said he filed his nomination papers with the secretary of state's 
office when he was in Madison for Friday's hearing. 


Van Susteren believed his campaign will not be hurt by the ruling "if I am able 


to publicize the real contention of the commission." He argued that what the 
commission contends to be a violation of the ethics code is really a technicality 
subject to interpretation. 


The commission's written finding states that Van Susteren was in violation of 


rule 1 of the ethics code which prohibits a judge from presiding in cases where a 
near relative has an interest or appears as counsel. 


The commission found that, in Van Susteren 's case, a financial interest existed 


between him and Joseph, an Appleton attorney who was appointed public 
administrator shortly after his brother was named probate judge. 


The finding, commissioners wrote, is based on the fact that Van Susteren has" 


acted as probate judge in estates in which his brother was required to. and 
actually did, act as counsel for the state, county and revenue department in 
determining amounts of inheritance taxes.

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Laird makes grand exit 


The timing of Secretary of Defense Laird's departure from 


the Nixon Cabinet could hardly have been more fortuitous. The 
last major operation over which he will preside is the return 
home of our prisoners of war from Vietnam. 


The major accomplishment of his regime, however, has to be 


the Vietnamization program which he largely initiated and 
carried through. This is what made President Nixon's plan of 
reducing American military involvement there possible, and 
now it has facilitated the cease-fire agreement. 


It remains to be seen if South Vietnam can defend itself in the 


future, although the struggle now promises to be political rather 
than military- But certainly Secretary of Defense Laird did 
everything in his power, and in our country's power, to give 
Saigon even7 opportunity to succeed. 


It has often been written that the office of Secretary of 


Defense is a political dead end. When he gave up his seniority in 
the House of Representatives to take the job, Mr. Laird 
remarked that no defense secretary has ever been elected 
president. 


But given the manner in which he has performed these four 


years, and the dramatic feats he has accomplished, Melvin Laird 
might be the one to break that tradition. (See John Wyngaard's 
column on this page.) 


The value of a sense of humor 


One of Henry Kissinger's most valuable assets, over and above 


his patience, has to be his sense of humor. 


On a recent occasion when newsmen were pumping him for 


any detail which might reveal how things were going in Paris, 
they remarked that a photo has revealed two microphones in the 
conference room. "Is one ours and one theirs?" they asked. 
"No," Kissinger replied with a straight face, "they're both theirs. 
Ours is in the shape of a flower in a bouquet in a vase, and it is 
made so that it turns automatically toward anyone who is 
speaking in the room." 


When Kissinger went before newsmen to explain details of the 


agreement after it had been worked out, the result was a mixture 
of humor and facts that left newsmen wondering if they would 
face a pop quiz at the end of the lecture. 


Remarked Kissinger: 'The document refers only to the parties 


participating in the Paris conference, which are, of course, well 
known to the parties participating in the Paris conference." 


When the chuckles subsided, he added, with a sigh: "This 


procedure has aged us all by several years." 


We would hazard the guess that it was Kissinger's sense of 


humor which carried him through these very difficult negotia- 
tions and which may have rescued them from impasse on more 
than one occasion. 


Go/da Meir meets the Pope 


The meeting between Pope Paul VI and Premier Golda Meir 


was a first and hopeful meeting between the Jewish leader and 
the head of the Roman Catholic Church. Even its moments of 
tension, as described by Mrs. Meir, should serve to ease the still 
delicate relations between Jews and Christians. 


According to Mrs. Meir, she asked for the meeting after 


assurance that the request would be favorably honored' — a 
customary way of breaking ice between people who have been 
separated for some time whether as individuals, nations or other 
groups. 


But, said Mrs. Meir, "I didn't like the opening at all. The Pope 


said to me at the outset that he found it hard to understand how 
the Jewish people, which should be merciful, behave so fiercely 
in its own country.. .So I said to the Pope: Your Holiness, do you 
know what my earliest memory is? A program in Kiev. When we 
were merciful and when we had no homeland and when we were 
weak, we were led to the gas chambers." 


Individuals who are faced primarily with only one aspect of 


life, one group of acquaintances in general, one set of accepted 
facts cannot be blamed for some narrowness of view. Pope Paul 
VI has appeared to many, including especially many Roman 
Catholics, in this particular type of narrowness in regard to 
women for instance. The Church's history toward oppressed 
peoples has not always been as it generally is today, most 
specifically toward any sort of heretics in earlier years, toward 
the Indians in Latin America and even sections of the United 
States. The tales about some Church officials during the years of 
Nazi horror are not always commendatory either. This is the 
failure of individuals of course — Christianity cannot be faulted 
by the actions of those who haven't really tried it. 


But Premier Meir can be excused for her reservations about 


"the man of the cross, who heads the church whose symbol is 
tnecross, under which Jews were killed for generations. I could 
not*escape this feeling. It stuck with me." 


The historic meeting was a boon. Those who rely strictly on 


military force may echo Stalin's query of "how many divisions 
has the Pope?" But the conflicts and confusions in the world 
since the end of World War II continue to show that it is 
primarily spiritual leadership the peoples of the world seek and 
need. 


New form of discrimination 


The United States Department of Health, Education and 


Welfare has received a somewhat different charge of 
discrimination. 


Six organizations have urged the Federal agency to carry out 


its legal obligation to "prevent or eliminate preferential treat- 
ment" and presented 19 examples of which were "of such 
gravity as to command immediate attention." The groups had 
previously presented 33 examples of alleged discrimination. 


The new charges claim that white male applicants for institu- 


tions of higher learning were told they could not be admitted or 
hired because they were not blacks or women or both. One 
charge cited an advertisement that sought an "Afro-American 
with PH. D. and teaching experience" and another explained 
that "the responsibilities of the position can best be met by a 
black and we would prefer a man or a woman of that race." The 
groups say that the ads "can be considered indicative of patterns 
of institutional discrimination." 


There is no doubt that educational institutions, like other 


organizations, are seeking members of minority groups and 
women to make their agencies appear nondiscriminatory as well 
as to offer equal opportunities to those who have lacked them 
for decades. One reason is to present a better image in a time in 
history when it's commendable to appear to be nondiscrimina- 
tory. It may also be out of fairness and a real concern for those 
who have suffered discrimination. 


But when does the one become the other? Well qualified white 


male applicants for colleges probably are being rejected in favor 
of black or female students with otherwise similar academic and 
personal records. The fact that the opposite happened for many 
years and so justifies current practice is not likely to comfort the 
rejected white male applicant. And is it really fair? Does equal 
treatment begin as of this moment or with regard to the past and 
if so exactly what past? 


Anyway the cases won't be easy for HEW.

Laird's political career not ended 


MADISON —The idea that Melvin Laird, one 


of the most enterprising Wisconsin politi- 
cians of his generation, who rose higher in the 
national government than any other Wisconsin 
man in 125 years, may return to the state 
campaign trail in 1974 is an intriguing and even 
exciting vision for the worried Wisconsin 
Republican organization. 


The retiring secretary of defense continues to 


assert to all who press him that he intends to do 
nothing for the next three months except to 
rest and to think. 


But in a chat with a Wisconsin journalistic 


acquaintance recently he appeared to ac- 
knowledge the probability that it will be diffi- 
cult to retire from his lifetime preoccupation 
with politics and that if he decides that he does 
not desire to do so, a candidacy for the Wis- 
consin governorship would be the most "prac- 
tical" of the avenues available to him. 


That does not mean, in any interpretation, 


that anyone can now forecast what he will 
decide, if there is any meaning in the episode, it 
is in the revelation that he has already thought 
deeply and hard about the alternatives and that 
he remains the unblinking realisMhat he was 20 
years ago when students of Wisconsin affairs 
had marked him as a man to watch. 


Most of those who have known him well 


during the years of his advancing Washington 
career are also persuaded that the intensity of* 
his devotion to the political life and service has 
in no way diminished since he startled the 
Wisconsin statehouse with his drive and innate 
political sense as a political cub nearly a quarter 
of a century ago. 


It is mildly ironic, indeed, that this 


prodigiously energetic man should now men- 
tion, even in a noncommittal review of future 
career alternatives, the gubernatorial office in 
Madison that was his acknowledged target as a 
legislative youngster. So intrigued was the 
young Laird in the early 1950s, the Capitol 
recalls, that former Gov. Walter J. Kohler once 
left on a protracted holiday and handed the 
executive office keys to him as a kind of de 
facto successor. Upon his return, he made it 
clear that his confidence was vindicated. 


Laird's evaluation of the governor's office 


against a U.S. Senate seat as springboards for a 
return to elective politics will no doubt surprise 
some of the "civilians," but it will be accepted 
as natural by the professional politicians. 


The Senate is known as the most exclusive 


club in the country —perhaps in the world. But 
to many pragmatic men concerned with the 


uses and opportunities of power, it is also a 
tiresome debating society to which most 
members retire to crown their careers. 


No sMtoffty to Seaate 


Seniority in the Senate is the magic word. 


Laird would have no seniority, and might be no 
more visible to the country than a dozen or 
more other junior senators. The governor is No. 
1 in the politics of his jurisdiction. One of the 
major lessons of modern political history is that 
the lesser states are no longer disqualified as 
producers of national leaders — such as 
presidential contenders. 


South Dakota, Minnesota, Massachusetts, 


Washington, etc. Why not Wisconsin? 


There is a danger that Laird will be misun- 


derstood when he says that if he desires to 
continue in politics, the governorship is the 
most "practical" avenue. He has learned the 
refinements of the language of Washington. He 
has not really said anything. 


What he has done is to remind friends, who 


will wait with loyal patience, and more impor- 
tant, the Republican party establishment of this 
state, that at age 50 he is not likely to retire to 
his study to prepare his autobiography. 


He has given his home state Republican 


party apparatus something to savor in a time of 
discontent and uncertainty.

Of what value 
is more old age? 


It was nearly 2,500 years ago that 


Hippocrates, the father of medicine, 
wrote his famous aphorism: "Life is 
short, the art long, timing is exact, 
experience treacherous, judgment dif- 
ficult," 


I thought of his marvellously terse 


and trenchant words when I read 
recently, as one does from time to time, 
about new medical efforts to prolong 
human life, to extend our span well 
over one hundred years. 


On the one hand, I can see where 


such experiments might be fruitful. As 
W. S. Gilbert said in his 70s. "My 
experience is that old age is the hap- 
piest time in a man's life. The worst of it 
is, there's so little of it." 


If we can subdue disease and the 


ravages of aging, an extended life span 
might permit us to utilize more effec- 
tively some of the wisdom we pick up 
(or should pick up) as we go through 
life. Today, a man at 65 no sooner learns 
what living is ail about than he is put on 
the shelf, dismissed from productive 
activity, forced to putter and pout away 
his remaining years. 


We may need more than our tradi- 


tional three-score-and-ten to cope with 
our cultural evolution. Biologically, we 
arestiil living as man did a million years 
ago, since it takes aeons for biological 
change to take place. But, culturally, 
the world now changes every decade, 
and it takes almost a lifetime to keep up 
with yesterday. 


On the other hand, what would be 


the good of extending our life span 
another 30 years or so if little or nothing 
were done with it? Older people todav 
tend merely to become more rigid, more 
querulous, more set in their prejudices; 
for every- one who grows and expands 
in senescence, a hundred shrivel and 
shrink into themselves. 


Even if the aging diseases are 


conquered, or curbed, what is the point 
of prolonging life unless it adds to the 


total pool of human thought and crea- 
tivity and positive emotional response? 
Not to mention the economic problem 
— more than half of our old people 
already subsist on or beneath the 
minimal standard of living. Why simply 
add more to this precarious number, 
who are hanging on rather than helping 
out? 


The physical sciences 
cannot 


proceed oblivious to the social, 
economic and psychological sciences. 
The task is not simply to let people live 
longer, but to live better, fuller, richer, 
more meaningful and contributory 
lives. Adding years only adds misery, if 
the aged are not at the same time given 
opportunities, 
respect, 
economic 


stability, and the incentive to grow in 
mind and spirit to accompany this 
lengthened time on earth. 


Life is indeed short, and the art — of 


medicine, or of living itself — is long. 
Perhaps each of us needs more time to 
become fully human; but unless the art 
is taught us, the science is a mockery.

Long, 
grueling, divisive wars like Vietnam do 
not suddenly remove themselves from 
the national psychology; they linger on, 
vivid peacetime scars. 


Tbose who have laughed at Richard

honor and machismo fail to understand 
that much of America shares this 
outlook; Mr. Nixon — and not Left 
Liberalism — has been mining the

American war psychology. Now that 
the President's tough tactics — from 
invading Cambodia (1970) to mining 
North Vietnamese waters (May, 1972) 
and bombing Hanoi — have brought 
what seems to be an honorable peace, 
American public opinion is likely to 
sour on the crippling defeatism of many 
antiwar liberals. Thus, the post-Viet- 
nam years could witness another of the 
postwar recrimination periods that 
characterize U.S. history. 


Here are some guidelines to what has 


happened in the past —and what could 
happen again now. 


1. "PATRIOTIC RECRIMINATION": 


After every U.S. conflict, even un- 
popular ones like the Mexican War and 
the War of 1812, public opinion has 
turned against those who were seen as 
crippling the war effort or subverting 
the best interests of the United States. 
In 19th Century wars, this recrimina- 
tion focused on politicians who had 
hamstrung or criticized the war itself. 
For example, Mexican War critic 
Abraham Lincoln lost his Illinois 
Congressional seat in the. subsequent 
election of 1848. After World War One, 
World War Two and Korea, public 
opinion went hunting for Communists 
and other "un-American" subversives. 
'Postwar reaction" is a stock phrase in 
world political history books. 


2. PARTY POLITICS: Throughout 


United States history, any political 
party identified with defeatism, under- 
cutting American soldiers in the field or 
otherwise helping the enemy has paid a 
steep price. The New England-based 
Federalists, many of whom refused to 
support "Mr. Madison's War" (1812-14) 
and colluded with the British, were 
dishonored 
by 
the 
successful 


conclusion of peace, and within a few 
years, the Federalist Party vanished. 
Many Whigs were branded by the 
1846-1848 opposition to the Mexican 
War, and historians cite this as one 
reason (amon<* many) that the Whig 
Party collapsed a decade later. After the 
Civil Wsr, Northern Democrats were 
haunted by their image of wartime 
defeatism and even disloyalty, which 
was kept alive by GOP tactics of "wav- 
ing the bloody shirt." 


In 1900, Democrat William Jennings 


Bryan campaigned against the U.S. 
military effort in the Philippines only to 
find that the issue boomeranged. And 
in the decade following World War 
Two, the Democratic Party suffered in 
many parts of the country from having 
been "soft on Communism" —an image 
fanned by Republican catchwords like 
"Yalta," "China," and "Alger Hiss." 
When an American political party has 
embraced defeatism and a policy of 
undercutting the war effort, the con- 
sequences of those positions have last- 
ed much longer than the war itself. 


3. 
"WAVING 
THE 
BLOODY 


SHIRT": Politicians rarely spurn a good 
chance to impugn the patriotism of 
their opponents. The classic example is 
the post-Civil War GOP tactic of "wav- 
ing the bloody shirt" and reminding 
Northern voters how Congressional 
and other Democrats sought to cripple 
and abandon the Civil War. Republican 
orators also did a little bloody-shirt 
waving in the late Nineteen Forties and 
early Nineteen Fifties; indeed, such 
tactics — unmasking Alger Hiss and 
then leading the chorus that Democrats 
were soft on Communism — launched 
and fueled the career of our current 
President. Moreover, Mr. Nixon's 
January 23 television address, pregnant 
with such phraseology as "peace with 
honor," 
resentment 
of antiwar 


"vilification" of Lyndon Johnson and 


critical mention of those who would 
have given up the war, stakes out all 
the positions necessary for another 
round of recrimination. 


4. THE PRESIDENCY: No defeatist, 


anti-war politician has ever come to the 
White House within a decade of the war 
he sought to hobble. Lincoln, elected in 
1860 when the Mexican War was just a 
memory, is the only President I can 
recall surmounting an earlier antiwar 
record. In contrast, wars have put 
many generals into the White House — 
from Andrew Jackson to Dwight 
Eisenhower. These precedents make it 
highly unlikely that an antiwar 
Democrat will be elected in either 1976 
or 1980.

Upon request of the American Dairy 


Association I am writing this letter for 
publication. 


I have been a dairyman for the past

When the one en- 
terprise which most represents what is 
Ifcft of the free enterprise system is 
being eliminated at such a rapid rate, it 
makes me scared. It's not the job or the 
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money but the freedom that we lose 
when our system denies our dollars to 
enter the hands of those who play the 
biggest part in sustaining the freedom 
we have left. 


The problem is that we have our 


established farmers of not too old a 
vintage being eliminated because of the 
cost-price squeeze. 


The problem is that we have our 


corporate fanning operations who sur- 
vive because of sheer volume alone. 
How can the young Mr. Farmer ever 
begin to establish himself as a private 
enterpriser under these staggering 
conditions 


I take my hat off to these rugged 


individuals who are struggling to es- 
tablish a private dairy or farming 
operation. 


Mr. Senator, Mr Representative, 


Secretary of Agriculture, and Mr. 
Public, I have not the answers to these 
problems. If I did, I would probably have 
your jobs. All I ask is for you to work 
within our system to eliminate poverty 
on our farms, to encourage more 
private farming operations, and also to 
inform Mr Farmer, Mr. Laborman and 
Mr. Union man that which must be 
done to re-establish and sustain our 
private enterprise system.

The answer to many of our current 


problems lies in an analysis of their 
causes. Let's take our rapidly growing 
waste disposal dilemma for example 
which is causing so much local con- 
cern. 


It is common practice for private 


garbage services to charge fixed fee per 
•customer and for the cost of municipal 
services to be paid for out of property 
tax money, individually each user of a 
disposal service pays the same charge 
regardless of the quantity or type of 
waste he puts out for collection. This 
practice has led manufacturers to sell 
their products in throw away con- 
tainers as a convenience to consumers 
who gladly accepted them since their 
disposal problem was simply passed on 
to the collection services at no apparent 
extra cost. According to computers the 
mountainous volume of waste this sys- 
tem is generating will soon bury us if it 
is allowed to continue. 


The trend can be reversed by relating 


the charge for disposal to volume Dis- 
posal services (including those of 
municipalities) could supply their 
clients with marked disposable garbage 
bags at a cost which would include not 
only that of the bag but also that of 
pickup and disposal. 


This would make it worth while for 


people to keep their recyclable waste 
separate for disposal to appropriate 
outlets. It would also discourage people 
from buying products in packages 
which cannot be recycled and thereby 
encourage the manufacturer to use 
returnable or recyclable packaging. 


It, of course, would still be necessary 


for disposal agencies to provide 
periodic service for picking up waste

MILWAUKEE (AP) - Robert T.

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LBJs early presidency 
dazzlingly successful

"He's gone." Kenneth O'Donnell said 


of President John F. Kennedy. With 
these words Lyndon B. Johnson learned 
that he had become the 36th President 
of the United States. 


Just like that. From political impot- 


ence to virtual omnipotence with the 
last jiggle of the wavy white line on an 
electronic machine monitoring Ken- 
nedy's heartbeat. 


Within the lifetimes of those who 


lived through that day it seems almost 
absurd to repeat the time and place: 
Friday. Nov. 22. 1963. Dallas. Texas. 
United States of America. 


A political fence-mending trip' a mot- 


orcade, fnendiy crowds, red roses. A 
ma:!-order rifle in a window. Three 
shots. 


A Secret Service man slamming 


Lyndon Johnson, to the floor of a con- 
vertible, covering him with a human 
shield. The nightmarish run to Parkland 
Hospital. 


The 55-year-old Johnson spent the 


iast moments of his vice presidency 
surrounded by guards and drawn 
shades m a minor-surgery suite of that 
hospital. The rest of the day was a 
kaleidoscopic blur for him. for Lady 
Bird, for the widow of John Kennedy. 
for the government, for Kennedy's 
devout followers, for the nation, for the 
world. 


The mad dash from hospital to air- 


port. The oath-taking in Air Force One. 
in a stifling hot cabin, with the Nncd- 
stamed Jacqueline Kennedy in a state of 
near shock standing at his side. The 
early fracnousness and bitterness that 
would drive the Kennedy and Johnson 
camps further and further apart and 
have repercussions five years later. 


Said Theodore H. White, chronicler of 


campaigns, in his "The Making of The 
President 1964": 


"There is no word less than superb to 


describe the performance of Lyndon 
Baines Johnson as he became President 
of the United States." 


Johnson began taking control in Air 


Force One on the flight back to 
Washington. The new President moved 
quickly and firmly to restore con- 
fidence. In its shock and grief and 
wonderment, the nation and the world 
were made to know that the United 
States still had a leader. 


Johnson set the tone of his adminis- 


tration, established its credentials, in a 
solemn address to Congress five days 
after the assassination. He dispelled the 
fears of those who had expected a sud- 
den change to Texas conservatism. 
Reminding them of Kennedy's 
inaugural exhortation "Let us begin." 
he declared: 


"Today, in this moment of new 


resolve, I would say to all my fellow 
Americans, let us continue/' 


It was not merely rhetoric. In that 


first week of his presidency, Johnson 
made clear that Kennedy's domestic 
projects would be Johnson's: 


"First." he said, "no memorial oration 


or eulogy could more eloquently honor 
President Kennedy's memory than the 
earliest possible passage of the civil 
rights bill for which he fought so long.'' 


The man who once had voted against 


an anti-lynchmg law said, "We have 
talked long enough about equal rights 
in this country. We have talked for 100 
years or more. It is time now to write the 
next chapter and to write it in the books 
of law." 


For 32 years, as Johnson told 


Congress that day, Capitol Hill had been 
his home. In the following months he 
demonstrated that the lessons of three 
decades had not been lost. Where Ken- 
nedy had been stalemated time and 
again in moving his legislative projects 
aiong. Johnson achieved sucess. 


The year 1964 became the first of two 


years unparalleled since the early New 
Deal in domestic and social legislation. 
The President intervened personally 
with the Congress: telephoned, visited, 
hosted, poured, fed, cajoied. but- 
tonholed. The Johnson Treatment had 
not changed: it had simply changed 
address. 


Within 12 weeks of the assassination, 


the congressional glacier that had 
stalled Kennedy began to thaw. The 
House passed the bill that was to 
become the 1964 Civil Rights Act; the 
Senate passed the tax cut. 


By the end of January, the transition 


had been brilliantly effected and the LBJ 
brand was burned deep upon it. 


He made it clear that he would brook 


no compromise on the civil rights bill— 
and unlike the watered-down law that 
he himself had helped push through in 
1957. the act signed by Johnson on July 
2, 1964. was substantially what Ken- 
nedy a year earlier had intended it to be. 


Although his old Senate mentor. 


Richard Russell of Georgia, tried to rally 
the Southern opposition in a filibuster 
that was voted to an end, Russell him- 
self had predicted how Johnson would 
treat civil rights. Would it be watered 
down now that Johnson, a southerner. 
was in the White House? 


"No," Russell said, "the way that 


fellow operates, he'll get the whole 
bill—even.- last bit of it." 


In 1964, although Congress hoped for 


an early campaign-year adjournment, 
Johnson kept it at work until October. A 
dazzling number of bills passed, 
including many that had been believed 
dead a year earlier. Many of Kennedy's 
proposals to increase federal aid to 
college students were passed: the 
mass-transit-aid bill, wheat price-sup- 
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port legislation, and the antipoverty 
plan that Kennedy was hatching at the 
time of hisdeath-^all won congressional 
approval with the Texan in the White 
House holding the whip. 


Bucking the opposition of Chairman 


Wilbur Mills of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, Johnson failed to 
win passage of medical care for the 
elderly under Social Security. It was 
virtually his only conspicuous legislat- 
ive failure that first year. But never 
mind. Before the Johnson years had 
ended. Medicare too would become law 
and Mills' name would be on the bill. 


What could tarnish these solid John- 


sonian achievements? Only Johnson 
himself. 


For while the legislative mill was 


whirring, the Johnson personality was 
becoming a Washington legend. 
Increasingly, what came to be known as 
his "style" was measured against the 
urbane personality of his slain 
predecessor—and inevitably, the new 
President lost in the comparisons. 


He took out the frustrations of the 


vice-presidential years on the late 
President's brother, the man who, 
Johnson believed, had tried to block his 
selection as vice-presidential nominee 
four years earlier. With barely res- 
trained glee, he made it clear that 
Robert F. Kennedy would not be his 
1964 runningmate. 


Johnson played credibility gap with 


the press before the Democratic Nat- 
ional Convention but finally did what he 
had long planned to do, and chose Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, a close ally of his 
days in the Senate, to run with him. 


Not that it made much difference. The 


Republicans had already given him 
conservative Barry Goldwater for an 
opponent. 


The Eastern "intellectuals" mocked 


and distrusted him, and he them. The 
Kennedy cadre gradually trickled out of 
the White House, having stayed on for a 
decent interval only to help in the 
transition. Word got around that John- 
son treated his staff mercilessly, kicked 
elevator doors when he was impatient; 
berated his Secret Service guards; dined 
coarsely, cussed a lot. 


What started out as a lark—a high- 


speed drive in the ranch country with 
some journalists— became elevated to 
the point of near-scandal. Johnson 
wooed the press with barbecues and 
drinks and exclusive interviews and 
frequent press conferences, then grew 
resentful when the writers were critical. 


National prosperity rose and 


unemployment declined. Johnson spent 
money on social problems; before he 
was out of office nearly $6 billion was 
moving toward the nation's slums. He 
responded to the blackwhite crisis of 
Selma. Ala., with an eloquent appeal to 
Congress—"We shall overcome," in 
that district Southern drawl—and the 
1964 Civil Rights Act was followed by 
another in 1965. 


Johnson, obsessed with secrecy and 


keeping his options open and with 
freedom of movement and consensus, 
began to fence with the press, and the 
phrase "credibility gap" was born; it 
%vould follow him into retirement. 


But expiration of the presidential 


term to which John Kennedv had been 
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elected was a heady time nonetheless 
for the new President. 


In the autumn of 1964, Johnson was 


reborn on the political stump. In his 
newly armored presidential limousine, 
and often out of it, he wore his hands to 
blisters "pressing the flesh"; reduced his 
voice to a croak hollering "Come on and 
hear the speakin' tonight—and bring 
Molly and the babies." 


The 1964 Johnson victory was so 


overwhelming that the early shadows 
already creeping toward the Johnson 
presidency were all but dazzled away: 
He carried all but 60 of 435 congres- 
sional districts; won slightly more than 
61 per cent of the popular vote with a 
record 43.1 million votes; took 486 
electoral votes, and lost only in five 
Deep South states and Goldwater's 
own Arizona. 


It seemed an overwhelming mandate 


for the Great Society Johnson had 
proclaimed during the campaign. 


Names like Mekong and Hue and 


Thieu were alien to U.S. ears.

Park Falls, and 
chairman of the effluent process group 
of the Institute of Paper Chemistry. 


Addressing the Bavfield Countv 


Taxpavers Alliance, Sherman said a 
shutdown of half the state's pulp mills 
would cost the economv 1.000 jobs in 
the woods. 1.400 jobs in the mills and 
annual production of 800,000 cords of 
pulpwood. 


"Park Falls would become almost a 


ghost town without the Flambeau 
Paper Co.," he said. "Residences would 
be worth about 25 cents on the dollar, as 
in Montreal, Wis.. when the mine was 
closed." 


Sherman said the State Department 


of Natural Resources has issued even 
stricter pollution control orders despite 
well intentioned efforts bv Flambeau to 
complv with previous guidelines. 


He said the federal Environmental 


Protection Agencv. which has brought 
suit against 22 Wisconsin pulp and 
paper mills, is expected to issue new 
guidelines five times stricter than those 
now in force.

Key Biscayne, Fla., home Sunday, 
Nixon made an appeal for support: 


"Every member of the Cortgress gets 


enormous 
pressure 
from 
special 


interests to spend your money for what 
they want. And so I ask you to back up 
those congressmen and those senators, 
whether Democrats or Republicans, 
who have the courage to vote against 
higher spending. They hear from the 
special interests, let them hear from 
you." he said. 


Nixon called for phasing out all 


federal hospital construction under the 
Hill-Burton act and some other health 
programs. He provided no more funds 
after June 30 for the $l-billion-year 
program of public service employment, 
now supporting 130.000 municipal jobs. 


The Office of Economic OpportuniU 
OEOi. centerpiece agency of the late 
President Lyndon B. Johnson's "war on 
poverty," was ordered liquidated. Some 
programs were killed, some sent to the 
Department of Health. Education and 
Welfare and other agencies. Another 
Jofinson pet, the 1965 Aid to Education 
act, was earmarked for deep cuts. 


Nixon scuttled his own proposal for 


welfare reform; the plan, embracing 
family-assistance payments, was not 
mentioned. Nixon has pressed it on 
Congress without success for four years. 


The President also announced that the 


18-month freeze on approvals of sub- 
sidized low-income rental and sale 
housing will be broadened to apply to 
seven other housing programs—urban 
renewal, model cities, water and sewer 
grants, rehabilitation loans for rundown 
housing, neighborhood-facilities grants, 
public-facilities loans and open-space 
grants. 


The long list of programs to be halted, 


revised or phased out includes the "dis- 
appointments and failures" among the 
government's 
human-resources 


programs, Nixon said: they were given 
"the benefit of every doubt" before the 
ax fell upon them. He added: 


"But only by halting the unproductive 


programs here and now can we assure 
ourselves of the money needed to pursue 
those programs that will get results." 


Painting a grim picture of future tax 


boosts if spending goes unchecked, 
Nixon said that, if Congress exceeds his 
budget totals, it "must find financing for 
the additional amount." otherwise the 
legislation will revive inflationary 
pressures. 


"And 
it will be subject to veto." the 


President added. 


"I will do everything in my power to 


avert the need for a tax increase, but I 
cannot do it alone. The cooperation of 
Congress in controlling total spending is 
absolutely essential." 


The budget shows a scanty 
full- 


employment balance: that is. its outlays 
roughly match the revenues the 
Treasury would receive if the economv 


were operating at the full-employment 
rate of about 4 per cent unemployment 
Economists consider a full-employment 
balance noninflationary. 


Nixon provided estimates of income 


and outgo two years hence—a long- 
range budget projection never before 
provided—and this shows a full- 
employment balance in fiscal 1975 also, 
with outlays reaching 1288 billion and 
receipts $290 billion. 


"This innovation in budget presen- 


tation is a blueprint for avoiding in- 
flation and tax increases ...," Nixon 
said. 


"Should the Congress cause the total 


budgeted outlays to be exceeded, it 
would inescapably face the alternatives 
of higher taxes, higher interest rates, 
renewed inflation, or all three. I oppose 
these alternatives: with a firm rein on 
spending, none of them is necessary." 


With apparent intent to set a cosi- 


cutting example, Nixon announced a 
shakeup of his executive office under 
which five of its agencies will be 
abolished or moved elsewhere and its 
staff will be cut from the present 4.250 to 
1.686 in 1974. 


The five are the OEO, with 1,935 


employes to be distributed among 
several agencies; the Office of Science 
and Technology, whose duties go to the 
National Science Foundation; the Of- 
fice of Consumer Affairs, shifted to 
HEW; 
the Office of Emergency 


Preparedness, whose functions will be 
shifted to other agencies; and the Nat- 
ional Aeronautics and Space Council, 
eliminated. 


This was the budget's impact on some 


major segments of government: 


DEFENSE 


Nixon said the budget "assures us of 


sufficient strength to preserve our 
security and to continue as a major 
force for peace." even without relying 
on a peacetime draft. 


The SSl.l-billion budget will permit 


continued development of the Trident 
sea-based ballistic-missile system and 
the Bl advanced manned strategic 
bomber, and begin development of a 
strategic submarine-launched cruise 
missile. 


The budget—as in the past several 


years—shows no separate figure for the 
cost of the Vietnam operations. In 
comment on the absence of any figure 
for postwar reconstruction in Vietnam, 
an administration source said that if any 
such outlay is proposed later, 
"something else will have to come out of 
this budget." The budget was prepared 
before Saturday's cease-fire. 


SPACE 


Instead of the expected cuts, the 


space program won a S74-miIlion 
increase in funds for 1974, to a total of 
S3 133 billion. The reusable space shut- 
tle will get $475 million instead of the 
present S200 million. 


Skylab. a three-man experimental 


space station, also is being pushed for- 
ward. It will test man's ability to live and 
work in space for up to 56 days 


HEALTH 


The President invited a tussle with 


Congress by calling for an end to federal 
hospital construction under the Hill- 
Burton program, but his budget calls for 
an over-all increase of 14 per cent in 
outlays for health programs, mostly on 
Medicare and Medicaid. 


The program which helped finance 


establishment of 515 community health 
centers in recent years would be ter- 
minated. 


A $91-mil!ion increase in funds for 


cancer research and 528 million more 
for heart research—programs favored 
by Nixon—are requested. But other 
research programs of the National Ins- 
titutes of Health would be decreased or 
held even. 


EDUCATION 


Nixon proposed a $1.7-billion special 


revenue-sharing program to combine a 
number of education programs, and 
called for a $1.3-billion cutback in funds 
under the 1965 Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education Act. 


Adeepcut was proposed in special aid 


for schools in areas where federal ins- 
tallations add to educat-on costs—the 
"federally impacted areas." The budget 
called for $131 million for the program, 
as against $467.5 million this year. 


WELFARE 


In tacitly conceding defeat lor 


Nixon's welfare-reform plans, the bud- 
get says Washington instead will help 
states remove ineligibles from the wel- 
fare rolls and eliminate inequities in the 
system 


A cutback of $1.2 billion in state- 


federal public-assistance programs is 
anticipated, for a total of S12.7 billion. 
Most of the decline will result from the 
transfer of aged, blind and disabled 
beneficiaries to a newly federalized 
program in the Social Security system 
next Jan. 1. 


In announcing $6.5 billion in cutbacks 


from this fiscal year's spending to bring 
the budget under the $250-billion ceiling 
he has proclaimed, Nixon said the 
pressure in the 1960s for federal 
panaceas led to "'scores of well-inten- 
tioned social programs too often poorly 
conceived and hastily put together." 


"In many respects, they were classic 


cases of believing that by 'throwing 
money at problems' we could automat- 
ically solve them ... Most of these 
programs simply did not do the job ..." 


When the drive to get below the 


S250-bilhon ceiling began last fall, 
prospective 1973 outlays stood at $261 
billion. Nixon said. Stepped-up stock- 
pile disposals, deferrals of some 
payments and other devices reduced the 
gap by $4.7 billion. 


For fiscal 1974 the cutbacks from 


estimated program levels of spending 
total $16.9 billion. Nixon said.

NEW YORK (AP) -The cease-fire in 


Vietnam hopefully means that the small 
army of network television correspon- 
dents there will get to cover a strange 
story for American viewers — the story 
of peace. 


It'll be the strangest story of all for 


ABC's Frank Mariano. He's seen the war 
for nearly five years from two view- 
points —as an Army helicopter pilot and 
as.dieporter. 


A Viet Cong rifleman almost ended 


his Army career in the mid-1960s; he put 
a t-ghc shot pattern through the 
windshield of Mariano's chopper during 
an operation in Quang Ngai province 


Frank wasn't hurt; the worst injury 


was to his nerves. He finished his tour 
and went home. The Army later as- 
signed him to Vietnam again for 
another tour of flying Huey helicopters 


He hung his helmet up after that. 


Enough is enough. Or is it? He wound up 
in Vietnam again in 1969, as a reporter 
for ABC. It was a time of some of the 
bitterest fighting, a time when U.S 
troop strength there was at us peak 


He covered the fighting and sporadic 


lulls in the war for 21 months Then he 
went home again, this time as a reporter 
for the ABC-owned station in San 
Francisco, KGO-TV 


The stateside life was good. On 


weekends, the Saigon Mafia — a loose 
confederation of souls who'd been in 
Vietnam at one time or another — 
tended to congregate at the Mariano 
apartment. 


He'd break out the Italian recipes, 


they'd guzzle his wine and all hands 
would watch the fog roll in amid the 
cacophony of cheerful, noisy arguments 
about cosmic and mundane matters 
alike. 


The memories of Vietnam always 


were there, not only in the talk but also 
in the form of a shiny-eyed, 3-year-old 
bundle of deviltry whose Vietnamese 
name was Thai Ngo Bich. 


She was adopted a year earlier by 


Mariano's wife. Ann, who met her at the 
Viet Hoa orphanage in Saigon's Cholon 
section. The child's Christian name was 
Jane Catherine, her nickname "But- 
tons." 


Nobody knew what happened to her 


real parents. 


Last August. ABC asked Frank if he 


would go back to Vietnam again. He 
said yes, and all his friends looked at him 
as if he had a screw loose somewhere. 
And maybe he did. But there's 


something about the Vietnam story that 
keeps drawing the old hands back, no 
matter how many farewell parties and 
vows of "never again" occur in Saigon. 


I guess the easiest answer — it's one 


that Mariano and the rest tend to give — 
is that it's an unfinished story They 
want to see how it ends. 


So in September, the Mananos and 


Buttons boarded the plane for Saigon. 
He went back to covering the batties, 
the maneuvering in the countryside, the 
political machinations in the capita! 


Now. he'U be co\enng the cease-f:re 


in the coming weeks. So will ail his 
colleagues in Saigon If all goes we-1.
